_ Mr. wong Bs Journal of a Voyage to 
the Nothern Whale Fishery, recently pub- 
fished, contains much information respect- 
ms the refractions which are usual in high 
latitudes: one very singular instance de- 
serves to be noticed. “On my return to 
the ship, about cleven o'clock, the night 
was beautifully fine, and the air quite mild. 
The atmosphere, in consequence of the 
warmth, being ina highly refractive state, 
a great many curious MBenv ances were 
presented bytthe land and icebergs. The 
most extraordinary effect of this state of 
the atmosphere, however, was, the distinct 
inverted images of a ship in the clear sky, 
ever the middle of the large bay or inlet 
before mentioned : the ship itself being en- 
tirely beyond the horizon.
